onel Kit Willams and Colonel Preston,
who were advocates of secession, to eay
that they attempted to kflaence elec-

tions by improper measures. The jrt
to revive the bitter recollections of the
pasi ia without excuse, and should meet
with the condemnation of all good men,
whether Whigs or Democrats, Union
men or secessionists. Why talk about
the secession Democracy when the prin-
